When the Minnesota Zoo presented our bonding request, you asked us to submit some additional information. Attached, 
please find: 

A statement on the private dollars that the previous public funding has helped the Zoo to leverage 

Estimated jobs created by project In the past, it was our understanding that the industry standard was to count a job as 
full time for one month. We rely on Mortenson Construction, which has been the primary contractor for two recent major 
projects at the Zoo, to help define "construction job." Recently they have been using 2-3 months to count as "a job." At 
the far right of the spreadsheet you will note that we break out the number of jobs using a 1 , 2, and 3 month 
definition. So, for example, using the conservative 3 month definition, the top three priorities at the $10 million dollar level 
would create 166 direct jobs in construction. That does not include jobs associated with soft costs, such as project 
management. All of these are preliminary estimates, including breakdown of labor and materials and total cost for the 
projects. 

Our request broken down in priority order at levels of $30 million, $15 million and $10 million.
